WO PERSONS KILLED 
IN WRECK AT BOSTON. 
Boston, July 22.—(4)—TIwo_ ‘per- 
sons were killed and more than a 
score injured, several probably fatally, 
when two cars of a Boston elevated 
train left the rails tonight at a curve 
near Beach street and Harrison ave- 
nue on the Atlantic avenue loop of 
the system. The body of one of the 
victims was jammed in a corner of 
one of the cars and an acetylene 
torch was used to release it. 
During a heavy rain the first car 
of a four-car train bound from Duid- 
ley street to the North station left 
the rails and crashed into the dis- 
used Beach Street station. The sec- 
ond car of steel ‘construction turned 
sideways on the elevated structure. 
The others remained on the track. 
One of those killed was identified 
as George P. Anderson, of Greenfield. 
The identity of the other had not 
been determined. Twenty injured were 
taken to hospitals, where physicians 
said the injuries of several probably 
would prove fatal. Many were cut 
by flying glass and others had arms 
and legs crushed in the wreckage. 


TWELVE ARE HURT 


IN BUS ACCIDENT. 


Middletown, Ohio, July 22.—(P)— 
Twelve passengers and the driver were 
injured, several passengers severely, 
when a southbound Greyhound bus 
running between Détroit and Cincin- 
nati, failed to make a sharp turn at 
the end of a bridge three miles south 
of here today. The bus was wrecked 
and the bridge damaged.

Announcement Is Made 
by Ricardo Topete, Ad- 
mitted Leader of Obre- 
gon National Party. 


MORONES DRIVEN 
OUT OF CABINET 


Assassination of Obregon 
Forces Retirement of 
Secretary of Labor Un- 
der Calles. 


Mexico City, July 22.—(/)—Either 
President Calles or Aaron Saenz, gov- 
ernor of Nueva Leon, will rule Mexico 
for the next two years, Colonel Ricar- 
do Topete, acknowledged leader of the 
Obregon national party, declared in 
an interview here today. 

Congress when it meets in regular 


session probably will make one of the 
two provisional president of lI{fexico 
to serve for two years, according to 
Topete, who is the party’s chief in 
congress, and is himself brother of the 
governor of Sonora. 

Congress To Meet. 

The special session of congress to 
meet July 29 will discuss the general 
situation resulting from General Obre- 
gon’s assassination and the now com- 
plicated problem of presidential suc- 
cession, but it will not act on these 
matters, Topete said. Action instead 
will be deferred until the regular ses- 
sion which convenes September 1, at 
which the canvass of the vote of the 
recent presidential election will be 
made. 

General Obregon will be declared 
elected, but when he fails to appear 
in congress for his notification that 
body will declare an emergency and 
will name a provisional president. 
While Senor Saenz is acceptable to 
the Obregonistas the probability is, 
according to Topete, that President 
Calles will be asked to continue in of- 
fice. The plan as outlined by Topete 
would involve the holding of a new 
general election July 19, 1930. 
Tranquilizing Effect. 


Topete expressed his belief that the 
resignation of Luis Morones, secre- 
tary of labor, would have a tranguil- 


saying there was little likelihood of 
disturbances, since the _ resignation 
has been made an accepted. 
“Seventy-five per cent of the Mex- 
ican people are Obregonistas,” he said. 
“Peace will prevail because’ these 
want it.” 

Topete is one of the most powerful 
political figures in Mexico today. Al- 
though he is only 29 years old and 
has been in politics only five years, 
he was one of the dead president- 
elect’s ablest lieutenants. He is per- 
sonally wealthy and has a military 
record as a fearless officer. 

Saenz, whom Topete mentioned as 
a possible provisional president, for- 
merly was minister of foreign rela- 
tions in the Calles cabinet, resigning 
to become governor of Nueva Leon. 
His sister is the wife of Plutarco 
Calles, son of the president. 


MORONES RESIGNS 
MEXICAN OFFICE. 
BY GESFORD FINE. 

Mexico City, July 22.—(United 
News.)—A decisive victory over the 
labor party, resulting in the forced 
resignation of Luis N. Morones, minis- 
ter of commerce, jndustry and labor, 
and two other high party officials, 
was scored today by followers of the 
late president-elect Alvaro Obregon. 

The resignation came as a result 
of charges that the laborites were 
“psychological authors” of the assas- 
ination of Obregon, Celestino Gasca, 
head of the government department 
of fabrics, and Eduardo Moneda, di- 
rector of the printing department, 
were the other labor party leaders 
who stepped out of office today. 

Pressure Exerted. 

Apparently the Obregonists exerted 
pressure on President Calles to bring 
about the changes which were offi- 
cially to “facilitate the investigation 
of the assassination of General Alvaro 
Obregon.” Morones, as president of 
the crome, Mexican federation of la- 
bor, is one of the most powerful poli- 
ticians in the country. 

The attack on the laborites was 
led by Deputies Soto: y Gama and 
Aurelio Manquire, who directed their 
assault chiefly against Morones. They 
charged, at a meeting of the revolu-

protege of Bodenheim, was found in 
the Hudson river a few days ago. Bo- 
denheim located here, said that Miss 
Drew had threatened to commit sul- 
cide after he had criticized some of 
her poetry adveresely. 


SMITH SPEAKING 
TOUR 1S PLANNED 


While Start Is Some Time 
in Future Advisers Are 
Already Arranging De- 
tails of Campaign. 


Lisbon, Portugal, July 22.—()— 
Another attempted revolution in this 
much-disturbed country has been sup- 
pressed by the government after two 
days’ duration but not without fight- 
ing in which seven people were kill- 
ed and 30 wounded. The army, navy 
and police remained loyal to the gov- 
ernment, 

An official statement issued by the 
government says: 

“Friday evening some officers of 
the Seventh regiment chasseurs sta- 
tioned at Castellosao barracks mu- 
tinied, preventing their commander 
from entering the barracks and try- 
ing unsuccessfully to involve a_ por- 
tion of the Lisbon garrison in their 
movement. The government having 
assured itself of the cooperation of 
all regiments of the garrison immedi- 
ately commenced a siege of the bar- 
racks and ordered artillery to take 
positions in order to speedily stifle 
the seditious attempt. 

Street Traffic Stopped. 

“Total stoppage of traffic in streets 
was ordered and streets strongly pa- 
trolled by pickets and armored cars 
during the night. In the early hours 
of Saturday morning a storming force 
started a vigorous offensive supported 
by artillery. The rebels quickly sub- 
mitted, and about 8 o'clock in the 
morning the mutinous officers, some 
noncommissioned officers and civilians 
who had joined the movement were 


arrested. 

“The government, being aware of 
the existence of other insurrectionary 
centers outside of Lisbon, took sim- 
ilar precautions with complete success 
to prevent any outbreaks. During the 
attack on Castellosao barracks the ar- 


tillery did some damage to adjacent 
houses, injuring some eccupants, the 
total casualties being estimated at 
seven killed and thirty wounded, in- 
cluding one mutinous officer and some 
soldiers. 

Directed Against Present Regime. 

“The movement had a political char- 
acter, being directed against the pres- 
ent regime, but it lacked the moral 
atmosphere for success. The army, 
navy, national guard and police man- 
ifested once more their entire ad- 
hesion to the government, which is 
complete master of the situation and 
has by this mrning insured return to 
normal life.and resumption of traffic, 
holding it to be useless to maintain 
restrictive measures in view of the 
confident attitude of the inhabitants. 

“The government, however, reserves 
to itself the right to act vigorously 
against all persons who attempt to 
disturb the atmosphere, peace and 
work essential for the accomplishment 
to the national task.” 


Author Jailed: 


Woman Given 
Her Release

Albany, N. Y., July 22.—(P)— 
Although it will be at least six weeks 
before Governor Smith takes to the 
stump, the democratic presidential 
nominee and his advisors already are 
giving serious thought to the extent 
and routing of his campaign speak- 
ing tour. 

Some party managers are urging 
their standard bearer to keep moving 
from Labor day on, they want him 
to cover as much ground, deliver as 
many speeches and come in personal 
contact with as many voters as pos- 
sible. 

Others, and they include some of 
the political lieutenants on whom the 
governor depends for advice, are of 
the opinion that his addresses on 
campaign issues should be limited to 
strategic centers and to a few nights 
a week, and that extensive radio 
hook-ups should be arranged for all 
of them, 

Smith himself has not committed 
himself on a program. There has 
been reports that he favors a 10 or 
15 speech maximum, but his friends 
believe he undoubtedly will exceed 
that quota. 

Go to Debatable States. 

The nominee is anxious to go into 
as many debatable states as possible 
but at the same time he realizes the 
necessity »2f conserving his strength 
and voice. He also is of the opinion 
that the radio, which he looks on as 
indispensable campaign adjunct, has 
to a large extent revolutionized 
speech making in political campaigns. 

In his gubernatorial contests, 
Smith has made it a_ practice to re- 
; main off the stump until the last 


| three weeks before election. In that 
, time, he has figured, he could cover 
the state, devoting the closing days 
to the city of New York, and build 
up to a well-timed climax. His 
custom has been to deliver a nightly 
speech, and to refrain from speech- 
making from the rear of train plat- 
forms. 


Lindley Hussey Says “He 
Went Away To Get Peace 
and Quiet.” 


Morristown, Pa., July 22.—(United 
News.)—Alive but disgusted. Lindley 
M. Hussey, writer of high-brow ar- 
ticles and spinner of romantic novels, 
sat in a cell of the Montgomery county 
jail here tonight only a few feet from 
the cell of his wife, Dr. Virginia Al- 
varez Hussey. 

The ravings of Mrs. Hussey may 
have reached him faintly through the 
prison walls. She was maiptaining 
hysterically that she had killed him 
and shot “the other woman,” Mrs. 
Sauveur. The later is a handsome 
divorcee and heiress to millions amass- 
ed in the perfume business. 

The police indicated that they would 
like to be rid of the whole triangle, 
but they are forced to hold Hussey on 
& non-support warrant sworn by his 
wife and they fear to release the lat- 
ter. 

Hussey and Mrs. Sauveur were ap- 
prehended today at an isolated house 
near Sergeantville, N. J. Mrs. Sauveur 
was released immediately after her ar- 
rival here on her own recognizance. 
Both denied that they had indulged 
in any such love affair as Mrs. Hussey 
charged. 

“It is all a terrible mess,” said Hus- 
sey. “I went away only to get peace 
and quiet for creative work. I am 
half way through a new manuscript. 
It’s all a terrible, terrible mess.” 


Plan Radio Speech. 
If radio broadcasting arrangements 


can be worked out satisfactory Gov- 
ernor Smith will be notified of his 
nomination here during the weeks of 
August 19. That week-end he has 
a tentative engagement to. participate 
in a big political rally at Seagirt, 
N. J., where he undoubtedly will 
make a speech. 

Under this schedule, it is expected 
that after his visit to New Jersey 
he will spend a fortnight resting and 
in conferences before taking to the 
stump about a week after Labor day. 
In the meantime, Senator Robinson 
would be notified as the democratic 
vice presidential nominee, and_ the 
partys campaign would be ready to 
get under full swing. 

Just where Smith and his running 
mate will go during the weeks pre- 
ceeding the election may not be de- 
termined for a month or more, al- 
though it is the expectation here 
that Robinson will be a much travel- 
ed nominee before the vote is counted.

SHUT NEAR DEATH 


Miss Louise Padgett, 21, 
Wages Desperate Battle 
for Life; R. D. Holloway 
Held at Tower. 


Fighting against a death summon- 
ed by a bullet from her sweetheart’s 
revolver Saturday night, Miss Louise 
Padgett, 21, of 504 Fowler street, 
Sunday night was struggling at 
Grady hospital to recover from the 
wound and from the effects of an 
emergency operation necessitated Sun- 
day morning, while Robert D, Hollo- 
way, 22, of the same address, was 
held at police station, still -brazenly 
admitting the shooting of Miss Pad- 
gett. 

Surgeons removed the lead bullet 
from Miss Padgett’s abdomen, where 
it lodged after Holloway, said to have 
been in a fit of jealousy, fired it 
point-blank at his sweetheart while 
the couple were riding in an automo- 
bile on Howell Mill road with two 
friends. 

Holloway, leaning back in his chair, 
his legs crossed, his hat cocked on 
one side of his head and his thumbs 
struck in the armsholes of his vest, 
freely admitted to detectives a short 
time after the shooting that he had 
shot Miss Padgett “because _ she 
wouldn’t give me the information I 
wanted” with reference to an alleged 
rival for the girl’s hand. 

Miss Padgett told her mother that 
Holloway dragged her out of the car 
on Howell Mill road just beyond the 
Seaboard railroad bridge and throwing 
an arm around her waist, pressed a 
revolver to her abdomen and fired. 
She said that Levy Miller, of 1235 
Greensferry avenue, driving the car, 
and Miss Gladys Acree, of 934 Stew- 
art avenue, the fourth member of the 
party, made no effort to stop Hollo- 
way. 

Holloway is béing held pending the 
outcome of Miss Padgett’s condition. 
Mrs. Maude Bailey, mother of Miss 
Padgett, said that Holloway had been 
living at the Bailey home since his 


parents had removed from the city 
several months ago.

Finish Globe Trip 


New York, July 22.—(/)—John' 
Henry Mears and B. D. Collyer land- 


ed at The Battery on the lower tip of 
Manhattan island at 8:21 p. m., to- 
day, thereby establishing a record of 
23 days, 15 hours, 21 minutes and 3 
seconds for a trip around the world. 
The previous record, held by Linton 
Wells and Edward Evans, New York 
newspaper men, was 28 days, 14 
hours, 36 minutes and 5 seconds. 

Mears and Collyer left The Battery 
June 29 at 5 a. m. ina seaplane 
which landed them at sea beside a 
pilot boat which put them aboard the 
Olympie at 5:45. The Olympic was 
at that time nearly six hours out 
from New York. 

Aboard the Olympic, which carried 
the travelers to Cherbourg, was the 
folding-wing Fairchild. monoplane in 
which they made the journey across 
Europe, Asia and the American conti- 


nent. They crossed the water jumps 
by ‘ steamer. 

Landing in Paris from Cherbourg 
the globe circlers flew successively to 
Berlin, Moscow, Kourgan, Krasno- 
jarsk, Chits, Mukden, and Tokio. 
Upon their arrival at the Tokio-Yoko- 
hama flying field they transferred to 
the steamer-Empress of Russia head- 
ing for Victoria, B. C., July 12. 

Arriving at Victoria Friday night, 
the fliers unloaded their plane and 
took off at 3:37 a. m., Pacific coast 
time, yesterday on the last lap of their 
journey, the flight across the Ameri- 
can continent. A stop was made ut 
Spokane, Wash., for refuelling and 
the fliefs arrived at Minneapolis, 
Minn., at 2:55 central standard time, 
last night.

Girl Guards Lover’s Bier

Steadfastly disregarding the advice 
of physicians and friends, a beauti- 


ful 22-year-old girl, although almost 
prostrated with grief and on the verge 
of a serious colWapse, sat through the 
long hours of a torrid summer Sun- 
day -beside a -casket containing the 
body of a man who she was to have 
married next Thursday. 

From early morning until late at 
night Miss Billie MeCormack, of 10%4 
Piedmont avenue, N. E., was within 
a bare two feet of the body of Philo 
D. Parker, 29, of 572 Capitol avenue, 
who ended his own life Saturday aft- 
ernoon on Ponce de Leon avenue, 
while in an automobile with his 
fiancee. 

Between intermittent sobs, and with 
her small body quivering with. grief, 
Miss McCormack repudiated her first 
statement that Parker had killed him- 


self because she had admonished him 


against drinking and had threatened 
to break their engagement if he 
“didn’t leave whisky alone.” 

“It was nothing but an accident.” 
Miss McCormack sobbed out late Sun- 
day afternoon. ‘Philo and I were 
never the least bit crossed, and he 
must have been just moving his little 
pistol when it war discharged. | 
think he was going to let me drive, 
and when he began to change posi- 
tions the gun must have slijped from 
his pocket. But I didn’t see it—I 
simply heard the report and saw Philo 
slump over—everything else is almost 
a blank.” 

Miss McCormack left her home on 
Piedmont avenue early Sunday morn- 
ing and went to the home of Parker’s 
aunt and grandmother, at 1 South 
Evelyn place, where the body is 
awaiting interment today in est 
View cemetery, following funeral] serv- 
ices which will be held at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon.

FRENCH PLANE STARTS 
ON FLIGHT TO AMERICA. 

Brest, France, July 22.—(/)—An- 
other French airplane was out over 


the Atlantic .tonight in an effort to 
span the ocean from east to west 


and retrieve the failure of Coli and 
Nungesser. 


The French seaplane “La Fregate” 
(The Frigate Bird) rose from the wa- 
ters of Brest harbor at 5:05 p. m., 
today with New York as its goal. 
Naval Lieutenant Paulin Paris was 
at the controls with Relief Pilot Mar 
Tot and Wireless Operator Cadou 
keeping him company aboard. 

Lieutenant Paris expected to slip 
down in to the harbor of Horta, Is- 
land of Fayal, Azores, for breakfast 
and a fresh supply of gasoline tw- 
morrow morning. From there he plan- 
ned to fly to Bermuda and thence to 
New York, stopping at Bermuda for 
fuel if necessary. 

Plans Return Flight. 

If, upon his arrival at New York 
he thinks a return flight feasible, 
e has been instructed by the French 
navy and commerce departments, un- 
der whose auspices the flight is be- 
ing made, to fly back to Brest by 
way of New Foundland. 

The flight of La Fregate, like that 
of Commander Byrd’s America, is 
more a scientific than a sporting af- 
fair. It is the first French effort to 
cross the north Atlantic by a sea- 
plane, and preparations for it have 
been in progress for more than « 
year. 

La Fregate is built to stand rough 
weather not only in the sky, but on 
the surface of the ocean, and is equip- 
ped with a wireless outfit capable of 
sending and receiving on both long 
and short wave lengths. 

The pilot said before taking off that 
he intended to radio his position hour- 
ly, but four hours after he had dis- 
appeared in the western sky no word 
had been received from him. This 
omission, however, caused no anxiety 
here, 

Heads for Azores. 

His plan was to cut cross the Bay 
of Biscay, take a bearing off Cape 
Finistere, Spain, and then head 
straight for Azores.

Removal of fear and dis- 
trust and the establishment of under- 
standing are essential for the bringing 
about of peace in industry. This as- 
sociation aims to establish a common 
meeting ground which will make pos- 
sible understanding between all groups 
in industry.” 
The congress expressed its inter- 
est and offered its cooperation to 
the international labor office in car- 
rying out the resolution adopted at 
its recent conference at Geneva in 
June, providing for observation of 
new developments in collaboration

Austria’s 
Destiny. 

“The Prussian flannel shirt may 
scratch a little, but it keeps warm,” 
said Bismark once. Whoever agreed 
to this, certainly not the Austrian 
people for many years. Things have 


. tehanged a good deal and the attach- 
upon uhbderlying : 


ment of Austria with the German re- 
public becomes closer all the time, Of 
course, the tendency is the most nat- 
ural in the world. Austria as it 
exists today is a purely German state. 
In addition to the ties of language 
and culture, it is becoming evident 
that Austria cannot live without Ger- 


man connections. The legal systems 
in the two countries are being uni- 
fied, as a preliminary to complete 
political fusion. When this will come 
about remains doubtful as there are 
still many obstacles in the way. Cer- 
tain French groups fear that a strong 
Germany may also see a re-awakening 
of the pan-German idea. Jacques 
Bainville, one of the most intransig- 
ent of Germany's opponents, writes 
that Germany needs Austria as a 
bridge to the Balkans, and is disturbed 
by the thought. There is little doubt 
that’ a political union between the 
reich and Austria will make the new 
confederacy the strongest economical 
unit on the continent. Taking this 
into consideration the opposition of 
Italy and Czecho-Slovakia becomes 


clear. 


Syrian 
Progress. 


While disturbances and outbreaks 
against the French in Syria made the 
success of the mandatory system seem 
threatened with bankruptcy for a time, 
it appears that an end has come to 
the era of political uncertainty at the 
present time. After many years of 
guerrilla fighting the roads are now 
safe, travelers declare. France repre- 
sents the great unifying factor in the 
region and the French high commis- 
sioner, M. Ponsot, even declares that 
his country is beginning to be looked 
upon as the symbol of freedom. This 
much is certain, Syria and the Leban 
are on the point of making an im- 
portant step on the road to consti- 
tutional government. Within a short 
time national elections will be held in 
both countries. Syria is to decide be- 
tween the monarchical and the repub- 
lican form of government. Should she 
decide in favor of a king, the situa- 
tion will become similar to that of 
Mesopotamia. where a native king 
rules under Brtish protectorate. The 
next step, the hopeful Syrian patriots 
say, will be an abrogation of the man- 
date and the institution of a _ close 
alliance with France.

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It is one of the inexplicable coinci- 
dences in life that the names of 
Obergon and Carranza should have 
been finally linked in Mexican 
tragedy, and their shrouds, at the 
same moment, bathed in the tears of 
their countrymen. 

It must not be understood that 
Captain Emilio Carranza, the _ in- 
trepid young envoy of the air who 
brought peace an. good will from his 
native land to the people of the 
United States, and who gave his life 
for the spirit and the daring after 
it had been demonstrated, was related 
in any way. to the late Venustiano 
Carranza, who fought his way as a 
revolutionary general to the presi- 
dency of Mexico. 

Carranza is a name in Mexico that 
is almost as common as the names 
of Smith and Jones in this country. 
But General Venustiano Carranza, 
who was assassinated after his over- 
whelming defeat by Genera] Obregon 
at the polls in 1911, had been one 
of the bitterest personal, political and 
military enemies General Obregon 
had ever had; and General Obregon, 
in turn, and necessarily, had no 
kindlier feeling for General Carranza. 

When President Carranza was 
slain President-elect Obregon was 
charged by the Carrancistas with or- 
ganizing the ‘plot. It was never 
proved, and “the strong man _ of 
Sonora” was powerful enough to 
quiet threatened rebellion among the 
comparatively small remnants of sup- 
porters that General Carranza had 
left. 

Though not related, therefore, the 
fact that at the same golden sunset 
hour on Saturday, when the body of 
the “Lone Eagle” patriot, Emilio 
Carranza, was being given into the 
hands of his own people, who wor- 
shipped him as we worship our Lind- 
bergh, at the Mexican border town 
of Nuevo Laredo—across from Texas 
—jin the state in which revolutionary 
General Carranza had lived and gov- 
erned before he was president, the 
body of the great and martyred Obre- 
gon, who had but recently been elect- 
ed president of Mexico for the second 
time, was being lowered into its rest- 
ing vault at Nogales, another border 
town a few hundred miles to the west 
—across from Arizona—in the state 
he lived and had governed, cannot but 
recall the long and fiery shotgun 
enmity that existed between General 
Obregon and General Carranza. 

The similarity in names as to the 
Carranzas, the tragedy of the ends, 
and the homage of the people, with- 
out regard to old factions, create the 
coincidence, and bring to mind the 
stirring days of 1919, when General 
Obregon, warrior, man of steel, and 
statesman, buried the sordid Carranza 
regime of graft and corruption and 
misgovernment under an avalanche 
of ballots, and , substituted sover- 
eignty for the Jong reign of brigand- 
age in national administration. 

The coincidence — arising only 
through the Carranza names, and the 
two almost simultaneous tragedies, of 
widely different natures, that had 
precipitated compounded mourning— 
does not:in the slightest degree mini- 
mize the supreme love the two neigh- 
bor empires hold for the memories 
of these two great spirits of a 
troubled and turbulent nation who 
are perhaps spending their first 
Sabbath together, in an eternity of 
everlasting peace,

capital city. He went south, and I 
came up the gulf coast to Tampico, 
where I was ordered by the consul 
general to ‘get across the interna- 
tional bridge at Laredo as quickly as 
possible.”’ 

My reviews of Mexican polities of 
the hour, which were “the truth 
about Mexico,” and necessarily un- 
favorable to the Carranza regime of 
“legalized banditry,’”’ had been widely 
published in the United States, The 
Constitution having furnished the 
articles for simultaneous publication 
to a number of the larger newspapers 
from New York to San Francisco. 
They had beer received in Mexico 
City, and President Carranza had or- 
dered that I be found and “escorted 
to the border.” 


This meant, under the Carranza 
system, being “escorted’’ to the first 
jungle, and, there—well, that’s all 
past history and has nothing to do 
with this story, anyway. 

The point that I want to emphasize 
is, that Mexico at that time was a 
nation of peon-beggary, vice, dilapida- 
tion, squalor, banditry, disease, des- 
peration, rebellion. 

It is impossible to describe condi- 
tions. 

In the metal-mining sections of the 
northern mountains the industries 
had been closed down. 

Trains, such as they were, moved 
with grave uncertainty, ‘scarcely a 
trip being made without hold-ups, 
burned trestles, derailments, wrecks, 
robberies and human abuses. 

I recall a trip from Juarez to 
Chihuahua city that consumed three 
days. 

Villa was operating at the time, 
and he was in reality friendly to 
General Obregon. His revolutionary 
forces frequently provided body- 
guards, 

There were constant “battles with 
the federals, or Carrancistas. 

With almost 90 per cent of the 
population without visible means of 
Support strong consciencies yielded 
to petty crimes. 

Villa was an unlettered “outlaw’— 
as they called him on this side of 
the Rio Grande—but he was a 
patriot of patriots, and not afraid of 
the devil. He was a masterful lead- 
er, and due to the conditions, and to 
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his ability—to get resources—despite 
the professed unfriendliness at the 
time of the United States—and his 
generosity among his troopers, and 
their families, was enabled to hold 
a great band of peons together. 

Their loyalty to him was not only 
marvelous but inspiring. 

During these days the real outlaws 
or bandits in Mexico were the federal 
soldiers. 

It was of common knowledge that 
the great petroleum properties at and 
near Tampico were patrolled by Gen- 
eral Pelias and his revolutionary 
army as protection against the fed- 
eral soldiers, or the cavalry brigands 
wearing the uniforms of gthe federal 
government, They were paid by the 
property holding interests. 

Sad days they were for Mexico, the 
richest empire in the western world 
in undeveloped resources. 

Schools were closed except some of 
the private schools in the larger 
cities. But little farming was at- 
tempted. 

At that time I did not get into 
the lower Mexican states, those south 
of parallet 15, which are in the 
geographical subdivision of Central 
America. 

In 1926, however,

: spent several weeks east of Yucatan, 


in Tabasco and Chapias—states, espe- 
cially the latter, that are almost en- 
tirely without civilization to this 
day, and composed almost wholly of 
Indians, some of them savage. I was 
then told that conditions during the 
Carranza regime beggar description. 

It must be remembered that the 
conditions of 1919 had been brought 
about during the eight years of shot- 
gun governments that had then fol- 
lowed 35 years of comparative na- 
tional prosperity under President 
Diaz, who was a great statesman, a 
great warrior, and more than either, 
a great developer and constructionist. 

General Obregon, therefore, took 
up the reins to rehabilitate a physi- 
cally, economically, educationally, 
morally wrecked Mexico. 

His government was constructive. 
His task was difficult—herculean. 
But he mastered it, as far as human- 
ly possible; and, since 1920, Mexico 
has been gradually climbing ahead, 
reestablishing her national credit, 
opening and increasing land and in- 
dustrial productivity, educating her 
boys and girls, employing the peons, 
establishing public works, building 
roads, and stabilizing government. 

With the crisis precipitated by the 
assassination of former President and 
President-elect Obregon, what is 
ahead for that stormy country no 
one can see, 

The army seems to be _ standing 
true to President Calles. If it con- 
tinues to do so he will continue to 
master the situation. 

In the loss of General Obregon, 
however, the “strong man of Mexico’’ 
is no longer capable of advising, and 


.of dictating generalship which he did 


with almost uncanny courage, but 
always to the best interest of all the 
people. 

If it appeared heartless at times, 
as summary firing-squads so appeal to 
sentimental hearts, it has been prob- 
ably necessary, and so understood by 
one having to maintain. discipline 
among a people wherein there are 
few peaks and countless valleys. 

I had a great personal admiration 
for General Obregon, whom I found 
to be a man of action and vision, 
motivated by the paramount hope 
that he might serve constructively all 
of the Mexican people. His nerve 
was matchless.

Mexico is a countrs of vivid, star- 
tling contrasts. 

The lights are strong but the

How mystifying, all!

From the days of the Spanish 
conquest, and through the following 
ages of white government, with the 
comparative brief period of French 
control under Maximilian, the history 
is written, and provides a continuous 
swinging of the pendulum of human 
fates and emotions. 

For little more than one hundred 
years has Mexico been a republic 
And what a republic! 

It is an interesting story—that of 
Mexico since Hialda’s head was set 
on a spike as a reward for his 
patriotism.

Health Talks

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 
No. 45—Pure Air. . 

Only in recent years physiologists 
have determined the differences be- 
tween “fresh” air and “foul” or vi- 
tiated air. Formerly we assumed that 
the air in an occupied room became 
“foul” or vitiated from the exhaustion 
of the oxygen and the accumulation of 


mals. Then, too, we harbored vague 
fancies about “organic impurities” or 
“waste matter” given off or excreted 
from the lungs of persons or animals 
in the room. Scientific studies, with 
precise measurements, have shown 
that none of these familiar ideas ap- 
plies in practical experience. * The de- 
pressing or unwholesome effects 
“bad” or “foul” or vitiated air upon 


due to (1) warmth, (2) stagnation 
and (3) accumulation of moisture in 
the air. ~ Hill’s famous experiment 
on volunteer students confined in an 
air-tight chamber proved that the mere 


starting up of an electric fan and 
the stirring of the “foul’ air in the 
hermetically sealed room quickly re- 
lieved the stupor, headache, fatigue 
and qualms of nausea, qyite as. though 
the students had received a supply 
Of reviving “fresh” air. Think what 
a little electric fan might have done 
for- the victims of the black hole of 
Calcutta! 

To provide “fresh air” for the occu- 
pants of any room, then, the essen- 
tials are (1) to keep the tempera- 
ture of the air from rising above the 
comfort point, which varies in differ- 
ent circumstances but averages 65 to 
G7 degrees Fahrenheit; and (2) to 
keep the air in the room in motion. 
These two factors, but particularly 
the latter, will ordinarily take care 
of the other requirement, the evapora- 
tion of moisture from the skin and 
the lungs of occupants. 

When the entire’mass of air moves 
we call it a breeze or if it moves fast 
enough, wind. Just where the line is 
to be drawn—well, anyway, why draw 
a line? What have you gained when 
you split a hair? If the air moves 
only here and there, in spots, in little 
local currents, we call it a draft, and 
if we are old fogies we are rather afraid 
of it, the heaven knows we'd nearly all 
be dead now if it were not for the 
drafts that find their way into and 
through our winter burrows, and a 
good big share of our general crabid- 
ness and cusesdness in other seasons 
may be fairly ascribed to our skill 
and success in keeping the air from 
moving in the corner where we are 
sulking at the moment. 

It is still true that an atmosphere 
containing sufficient carbon dioxid wil] 
not support life and one who happens 
to breathe it will soon faint or suffer 
asphyxiation, but no such aceumula- 
tion of carbon dioxid in the air is 
ever encountere.. from pollution of 
the air by the breathing of persons or 
animals, in an ordinary room or other 
enclosure. Once in a while a work- 
man descending into a tank in a fae 
tory or other place may be “gassed” 
with carbon dioxid. But even the most 
Vitiated air of a crowded, unventilated 
room, contains but a negligible propor- 
tion of carbon dioxid—the proportion 
of this gas in pure fresh air ig less 
than four parts in ten thousand, al- 
though the exhaled breath contains 
400 parts of carbon dioxid ia 10,900. 

Analyses of the air in various places 
show these’ interesting variations:

sensible, and so fundamental to the 
very genius of our American constitu- 
tion, that it seems to me it is not out 
of place for our leading papers to 
issue the challenge to our people gen- 
erally. 

The founders of our government, 
the makers of our constitution, the 
great statesmen who had to do with 
the moulding of the very genius of 
our government and the great prelates 
who moulded the line of action for all 
the churches laid out paths that we 
of this day and generation cannot af- 
ford to ignore. As it was in the early 
days, so it is today. The clergy who 
are especially set aside of God to 
preach the spotless gospel of the Son 
of God can very well afford to exer- 
cise their privilege of suffrage as pri- 
vate citizens and individuals, without 


going into the papers and into vari- 


ous organizations to help this candi- 
date or that candidate for public 
office. 

This campaign is destined to be the 
most acrimonious and the most bitter 
in every way that this country has 
seen in many years, because the re- 
ligious question has been injected 
into it and cannot be kept out of it. 
Well-meaning clergymen, in their en- 
thusiasm, are apt to make statements 
about this candidate or that candidate 


possible statements that will not en- 
tirely square with the truth. Such 
clergymen, of course, will greatly im- 
pair their own usefulness. 

From this layman’s statement, it is 
a great mistake for church organiza- 
tions of any kind whatsoever to be 
passing resolutions on these purely 
political questions. How I shall vote 
as a Methodist, how some other man 
shall vote as a Baptist, or another 
man as a Presbyterian, is purely an 
individual matter, and ¢he church or- 
ganization to which he belongs has 
nothing to do with it. But here comes 
an enthusiastic minister of some de- 
nomination, or ministers from all de- 
nominations and organizations of the 
church, undertaking to make known 
to the world the churches’ position 
on moral issues, If there is any ques- 
tion as to whether any church stands 
on the right side of a moral issue, 
then it is time that church shall ap- 
point a committee from its own body 
to put the church on trial before the 
proper tribunal. 

It is unfortunate to have any church 
through any minister or organization 
of the church catapulted into political 
brawls. The struggle between con- 
tending eandidates for political office 
will soon be over. It is temporal. The 
Church of God is eternal. A min- 
ister of the gospel can easily destroy 
his usefulness for the remainder of 
his life by becoming an enthusiastic 
partisan in a political campaign, and 
using his pulpit and his position in 
the church to give publicity and weight 
to his personal views and opinions, 
He can offend the best people of his 
community and estrange his best 
friends by allowing himself to become 
so wrought up in such a campaign. 

In the very nature of the case the 
religious issue has been injected into 
this campaign. Many untruths are 
being circulated about the two con- 
tending candidates. I may be old- 
fashioned, but I think the clergymen 
will be very wise not to repeat any 
of the propaganda that is being circu- 
lated without first verifying very care- 
fully the accuracy of any statement 
he makes. 

At least one or two bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, are 
quoted from Asheville as saying they 
were acting in their individual ca- 
pacity as private citizens. I dissent 
from this view. They cannot divorce 
themselves from their church organiza- 
tions in their public utterances. What- 
ever weight their words carry, they 
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must know themselves, is based on 
the high position they occupy in their 
church. 

One of the greatest preachers and 
one of the ablest men of another great 
denomination which proclaims as one 
of their fundamentals the absolute sep- 
aration of chureb and state has given 
out an interview from his uative town 
which throws down the gauntlet and 
puts his church in the thick of poli- 
tics. This is most unfortunate for 
the miinster himself and for the 
church. 

Let us hope that sober, sane thought 
on the part of some of these great 
churchmen and useful men will at 
least raise the question of discretion 
in their minds before they are. hope- 
lessly thrown into the political cur- 
rent full of hate and bitterness, from 
which they cannot easily rescue them- 
selves. 


In the judgment of this layman the

Walter R. McDonald’s Record

In 1925, when the Commission pro- 
posed a revision of fertilizer rates in 


Georgia, which would have resulted in 
placing some 2,000 shipping points on 
an equality with some 30-odd preferred 
shipping points, thus putting all ship- 
ping points on an even basis, as well 
as to have lowered fertilizer rates, 
Commissioner McDonald for more than 
two years had in his power to have 
given life to such an order, but con- 
tinuously declined to do so. With the 
result from this inaction that at a later 
date higher fertilizer rates became in- 
evitable. 


The same is true of sand. gravel and 
other road ‘building material. Had he 
Joined in a proposal in 1928 to revise 
rates on these materials it would have 
worked a saving of $500,000 a vear 
to the state of Georgia alone, but with- 
out excuse he steadfastly refused to 
make it possible for a revision of these 
rates to come into effect. Since that 
time higher rates have been fixed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission

in competitive territory, with the re- 
sult that today Georgia has a higher 
rate than we could have had except 
for this willful delay on his part, 

Along the same line the public will

Italy thus saved something from the 
wreckage of the first two days, during 
which it was completely outclassed, 
but in spite of the last minute rally, 
the final result, four to one, in Amer- 
ica’s favor, is convincing enough proof 
of the superiority of the American 
team, 

America’s sweeping advance, with-

This hope, it is definitely admitted, 
hinges entirely on the action of the 
amateur rule committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis association at a 
meeting which is understood to have 
been called for tomorrow to reconsider 
the developments of the Tilden case, 

* including the request of the French 
federation that Big Bill be permitted 
to compete. 

the committee considering the 
French request decided to leave mat- 
ters temporarily in the hands of Sam- 
uel H. Cullom, president of the U. S. 
L. T. A. here, replying on his knowl- 
edge of the international situation, 
the chances are bright that Tilden 
will compete. Cullom already has re- 
served the right to nominate Tilden 
for the challenge round when the final 
entries close tomorrow but he desires 
to have official support for the nomi- 
nation rather than to make an arbi- 
trary move under the circumstances. 
Cullom has frankly admitted all along 
that Tilden is technically guilty and 
acquiesced to the decision of the com- 
mittee after a two-hour trans-Atlantic 
telephone call last Wednesday night 
but he also feels that the action was 
untimely and should have been defer- 
red untila more complete opportunity 
was gained to air the charges against 
Tilden.

Ever since last May when Tunney 
started extensive training the cham- 
pion has been boxing good, bad and in- 
different, mostly the latter. He was 
impressive yesterday and more so to- 
day but the action that revealed the 
real Tunney lasted about three seconds 
in his second round with Harold Mays, 
the Bayonne heavyweight. 

Tunney and Mays went through the 


first round as they have done many 
times before at a fair speed. Gene 
was hitting hard and clean but was 
holding back enough steam to encour- 
age Mays to mix with him. 

Staggers Sparring Mate. 

The pair rested for a minute and 
started again. Then came the real 
Tunney masking his face with a sna 
and gritting his teeth. The champion 
drew Mays out of position with a left 
feint and then shot three swift right 
hooks to the sparring partner's jaw. 
Mays staggered under them but the 
heavy training gloves had absorbed 
most of their force. 

Tunney then relaxed and continued 
boxing in his usual easy fashion 
through the remainder of the second 
and third rounds with Mays and 
three more with Billy Vidabeck, the 
other member of the sparring stable. 
This flare-up many thought, reveal- 
ed Tunney’s plan to achieve his re- 
ported ambition to knock out Heeney 
early in their 15-round bout. Jimmy 
Bronson, the champion’s chief second 
described this fistic outbreak as the 
best bit of boxing Tunney has uncork- 
ed since the last Dempsey fight. 
Another who was impressed by the 
display was Johnny Risko, the Cleve- 
land heavyweight, who has lost deci- 
sions to both the champion and his 
challenger. 

Risko said that Tunney “looked 
great,” his only other comment ‘was 
that Tunney held Mays too often and 
retreated to the ropes many times 
when he should have halted Mays’ 
rushes with stiff punches. 
A bit of the champ’s confidence has 
been dampened by several of the news- 
paper experts who arrived here this 
week-end fresh from the challenger’s 
training quarters, After twice watch- 
ing the champion in action the new- 
comers were unanimous that Heeney 
has an even chance to take Tunney’s 
title. 
They based their opinions on the 
champion’s lukewarm exhibitions in 
his training ring, despite the state- 
ment of Billy Gibson, Tunney’s man- 
ager, and Bronson, who has been with 
him for years, that Gene never was, 
and probably never will be, an impres- 
sive boxer while training.

Those who have watched Tunney 
train for any length of time, agreed 
that this afternoon’s display was the 
brightest flash of the campaign and 
that the champion has been stalling 
during most of the time he has spent 
in the practice ring. < 
Among the arrivals today was 16- 
year-old Robert Powers, of Chatta- 
néoga, Tenn. He hitch-hiked his way 
from his home to the Heeney training 
camp in New Jersey but quit the chal- 
lenger when he was put to work in a 
Fairhaven kitchen. Powers has pugi- 
listic ambitions and came here with 
the expectation of picking up a few 
points from the champion to be used 
when he starts his own ring career. 


‘Analyze Cause 
Of Slice,’ Farrel 
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BY SOL METZGER. 

Slicing is the most common 
fault of golf. With most of us 
it is our greatest curse. Thou- 
sands addicted to this bad habit 
fail to eradicate it from tbeir 
games after many lessons. 

Not long ago in talking with 
Johnny Farrell he suggested that 
the sole permanent cure for slic- 
ing was for the golfer to analyze 
the cause in his own swing and 
then seek to eradicate it. The 
suggestion is such a good one 
that in subsequent releases I 
plan to show these causes with 
suggestions for their cure. 

First, .one must know the con- 
tributing factor of the slice. No 
matter what the error, a slice is 
the result of pulling the face of 
the club toward one and _  =s0 
across the ball at impact. That 
is, before contact the club’s face 
is on the opposite side of the ball 
from where you stand. To make 
contact you pull the head toward 
you and thus impart the slice. 

Tomorrow—The part the left 
and right hands play in causing 
a slice.

Never having been a pugilist and having no intention of becoming 
one we feel entirely qualified to prescribe for the ills of the profession. 
There are no ills? Wrong. The profession has been exposed and the 
virus or germ of contagion is eating its way in. This in face of the fact 
that heavyweight championship fights have been drawing millions in the 
past few years and one is about to come which will draw a large fraction 
of a million—probably. 


But this fight Thursday is the beginning of the end unless 
some miracle in the shape of another Jack Dempsey or John L. 
Sullivan or Jim Jeffries comes to the fore immediately. This 
fight Thursday night, regardless of the result, will be—to use a 
very common expression—a severe pain in the neck. Perhaps 
Gene Tunney will knock out his yokel opponent and score one 
for the aristocracy of boxing, but one score won’t win the game 
from the common people. 


The trouble with this particular fisticuff argument is that its prin- 
cipals represent nobody. Gentleman Gene is a fine artist in his line and 
“Honest Tawm” is the punching bag on which the experts mostly expect 
Gentleman Gene to work his artistry, but neither is an idol. Why? 
Because artistry, whether of the active or passive variety, has no place 
in the realm of a sport such a pugilism. 


It is a story as old as recorded history. If the Roman 
gladiators had scored points against their victims instead of 
ramming a few feet of good Roman steel in their “innards,” 
the sport would have died a natural death. Promoters have 
tried to take the bloodshed out of bull fighting and the result 
has been total and absolute failure. 


This is not an argument for the gladiatorial games nor for the bull 
fight, it is a revolt against the most apparent transition of fighting from 
fighting to sparring. Sparring has its place as a sport and as an exer- 
cise. There is none better, but if pugilism is going to live as an insti- 
tution in sports it should still be pugilism, not sparring. What the game 
needs is a hitter who will forget his Shakespeare or his purse long enough 
to loose an iron fist now and then. Professional fighting should be a 
game of impulse, not cold calculation of box office receipts but it seems 
that such an age is past. It has become a great vaudeville circuit with 
Tunney and Heeney just at present headlining the “Hippodrome.” 


Does all this sound bloodthirsty? Well, it’s our story and 


we stick to it.

|the water taken from the Holstein 
| river; and as this mountain supply 
‘affords a head of about 550 feet, the 
water will be lead directly from the 


mountain pipe line to a De Laval 
water turbine, which will drive one 
of the several centrifugal pumps lo- 
eated at the raw water plant on the 
river. By using this power from the 
mountain stream, several thousand 
dollars will be saved the city an- 
nually. The water from the mountain 
source, after passing through the water 
turbine, will be mixed with the raw 
water from the river and then treated 
in the usual way. 

Another feature in connection with 
this plant which is somewhat unusual, 
is that the pumps at the river will not 
be equipped with foot valves and the 
pumps will be automatically primed 
by what is known as vacuum pumps. 
This priming or filling of the raw 
water pumps with water before start- 
ing by the vacuum process is controlled 
through electric devices and manipu- 
lated at the filter station several thou- 
sand feet distant. 

This contract covers the furnishing 
and installing of seven electricly driven 
pumps in addition to the water tur- 
bine driven unit, electric cables, 
switchboards, piping, ete. All the 
pumps are of the well-known De La- 
val manufacture. 


Burford, Hall & Smith at the pres-

Chicago Branch Oftice 
Doing Much for Cities 


A notable increase in volume of busi- 
Atlanta 
during the early part of this year is 
apparent from the monthly figures rep- 
resenting the movement of carload lots 
between the two cities. From January 
to May the percentage of increase 
was 61 per cent. 

The fact is attested by reports from 
approximately 100 firms who have 
branch offices in Atlanta and by fig- 
ures compiled by government § and 
other agencies. This is especially sig- 
nificant in view of the revision of 
freight rates between the southéast and 
midwest which went into effect last 
March.

freight. 

Examination of carload shipments 
from Chicago to other southern cities 
points to a similar increment in freight 
movement. It is revealed, however, 
that the movement is not all in one 
direction but that there is a material 
augmentation in the flow of south- 
ern products towards the middle west. 
This is notably true of Georgia peaches 
and of other farm products. It is be-

Samuel Insull, of Chicago, public 
utility operator, is the first to state 
that the total valuation of all the 
public utilities in the United States— 
gas, electric light, water, street rail- 
way, telephone and _ telegraph—now 
exceeds the total valuation of all the 
railroads. 

He did not state it just that way. 
What he said was that public utili- 
ties now had an estimated valuation 
of $22,000,000,000. The highest rail-

000,000. Public sailition haes been 
adding to their capital much faster 


than the railroads have in recent 
years, 


More than 5,000,000 people have 


general or special partners in the utili- 
ty business. 


The development in public utilities 
is one of the most impressive pheno- 
mena in business. Their generating 
capacity in the United States now ex- 
ceeds 27,000,000 kilowatts : con- 
trasted with about 5,500,000 kilowatts 
in 1914. This is an increase of 
per cent in 14 years. Production of 
electricity in the same period jumped 
456 per cent; the number of consum- 
ers increased 371 per cent; and gross 
revenue more than 429 per cent.

PROVES PUZZLING

New York, July 22.—While Gen- 
eral Motors has taken leadership of 
the stock market away from United 
States Steel, common the past few 
years, Steel common still has many 
widely scattered friends, some of them 
made long before General Motors was 
born. Some of the old and new friends 
of Steel common, however, are trying 
to find out what is the matter with 
the stock. ; 3 

U. S. Steel, common, sold at 154 
early this year against its 1927 high 
of 160 1-2. On June 25, the price 
was 132 3-8. Of course Steel, com- 
mon, merely declined last month with 
the rest of the market. But the point 
is that there has been no worthwhile 
recovery from the June low. 

General Motors sold down to 169 1-8 
in the June break against its 1925 
high of 210 made May 7. From 
169 1-8 General Motors recovered to 
199 3-4 before selling was again met. 

General Motors’ recovery from its 
June low was based on widespread 
rumors of a large stock dividend next 
month to get the price of the stock 
down where the big outside public 
would again be interested and where 
there would be no_ discrimination 
against the stock by the banks in the 
loan envelopes. With the stock mar- 
ket resuming liquidation following the 
hicher rediscount rate started by the 
Chieago Federal Reserve bank, the 
feeling is growing in speculative Wall 
street that General Motors may post- 
pone declaring its stock dividend, in- 
siders not wanting to waste market 
ammunition. 

Business Increases. 

In the meantime, however, the Stee! 
corporation reports an increase ol 
290.000 tons in unfilled orders for 
June against decreases of 455,000 for 
May and 463,000 for April, the first 
monthly increase since February. 
Next, the company starts a suit to re- 
cover $110,000,000 over-payment of 
government tax. Recovery of this 
money would make posible a special 
dividend of $15 a share on Steel, com- 
mon, or more than two years’ divi- 
dends at the regular annual rate of 
7 per cent now paid. 

Moreover, employees of the Steel 
corporation were offered 100,000 
shares of Steel, common, at 145 in 
the annual profit-sharing plan against 
122, the offering price of June, 1927. 
Evidently the directors of the com- 
pany thought Steel, common, was 
worth more than a year ago. But as 
already pointed out, the ticker is say- 
ing otherwise. Despite this week's 
advance in selling prices by Carnegie, 
the largest unit of the Steel corpora- 
tion, Steel, common, continued to hang 
dose to its 1928 low.

1S. GOLD STOCK 
OUT $50,000 00 


Washington, July 22.—(/)—An 
important redistribution of gold 
throughout the world was witnessed 
in the fiscal year 1928 when, the fed- 
eral reserve board reported today, the 
stock of gold in this country was re- 
duced about $580,000,000 from the 
peak reached in May, 1927. 

France was the largest single taker 
of gold from the United States, get- 
ting $257,000,000. Argentina was sec- 
ond, taking a total of $131,000,000, 
while Brazil was third, receiving $55,- 
000,000. 

Restoration of the gold standard in 
France, Italy, Poland and Argentina, 
with preparations for its adoption in 
other countries, was one of the chief 
causes assigned by the board for the 
movement to foreign countries. 

The year also saw an unsual fluctu- 
ation in the volume of bank credit, 
which, although $200,000,000 lower 
on June 30 than a month earlier, re- 
bounded to a new high level in July.

Chicago, July 22.—(4)—Stockhold- 
ers of the Palmolive-Peet company 
have approved a merger with Colgate 
& company, creating a new corpora- 
tion with combined annual sales of 
one hundred million dollars. 

Amendments to the certificate of in- 
corporation voted to increase to 3,- 
000,000 shares the common stock of 
the authorized capital stock.. It fur- 
ther provides for authorization of 
300,000 shares of 6 per cent preferred 
stock. One hundred and thirty theu- 
sand shares will be issued immediate 
ly to replace the outstanding 7 per 
cent preferred stock of both compa- 
nies. 

Charles S. Pearce, president of the 
new company, stated that the increas- 
ed authorization in the common stock 
will make possible a substantial stock 
dividend to the Palmolive-Peet com- 
pany stockholders.

LAST HONORS PAD 
TODEAN JOHNSTON 


As hushed hundreds paid final 
tribute to Dean Thomas H. Johnston, 
simple but impressive funeral services 
were held Sunday afternoon as the 


; body of the beloved divine lay in St. 


Philip’s cathedral, the church he had 
served for 12 years as dean. 

Bishop H. J. Mikell, who was in 
charge of the services, paid a splen- 
did tribute to the man with whom 
he had been associated for many years 
and whom he had known as man and 
clergyman during a large part of his 
illustrious career. 

Among the hundreds who filled the 
big church in order to pay him final 
honors were many of denominations 
other than Dean Johnston's. Many 
whom he had helped in his quiet way 
—soldiers with whom he served in 
France and ministers of other 
churches who knew him as a friend 
and a sympathetic co-worker for God. 

Members of the Couer de Lion com- 
mandery of the Knights Templar at- 
tended in a body as a token of the 
respect in which he was held by that 
organization, of which he was a de- 
voted member. 

Following the impressive services, 
10 members of the cathedral bore the 
bier of their beloved dean to the wait- 
ing car and, with the Episcopal rec- 
tors of the city forming a guard of 
honor, the cortege moved slowly to 
West View cemetery. There, with 
Bishop Mikell again in charge, the 
burial service was held. 

From the day when, as youth of 
19, he decided to serve his church, 
Dean Johnston had been a tireless 
worker for the good of his fellowmen. 
First as a missionary to the western 
plains shortly after he came to this 
country from his Irish birthplace. 
Then as an ordained rector in a Penn- 
sylvania diocese, Next to Florida, 
and years of service as archdeacon 


in the diocese of southern Florida. 
Then to Alabama and, after some 
time as rector of All Saints in Mo- 
bile, to Atlanta in 1916. 

With the exception of two years 
spent in France during the war, his 
service had been continuous here since 
he was first made dean.
